‘Student  Counseling  in  Japan’ 
By  Dr.  Lloyd  Just  Off  Press 


Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean  of 
students,  is  author  of  “Student 
Counseling  in  Japan,”  a volume 
just  released  by  the  University 
of  Minnesota  Press.  The  book, 
subtitled,  “A  Two-Nafion  Project 
in  Higher  Education,”  tells,  of 
the  year  (1951-52)  Dean  Lloyd 
spent  as  director  of  the  Japanese 
Universities  Institutes  for  Stu- 
dent Personnel  Services. 

The  book  contains  204  pages 
which  are  divided  into  nine  chap- 
ters, 11  appendixes,  and  an  in- 
dex. 

Distribution  will  be  handled  by 
the  publishers  and  the  United 
States  State  department.  The 
State  department  will  send  cop- 
ies of  the  book  to  the  426  Jap- 
anese universities,  i selected  uni- 
versities in  the  U.  S.  and  univer- 
sities in  Europe.  The  Heber  J. 
Grant  library  will  soon  receive  a 
copy. 

Arthur  S.  Adams,  president, 
American  Council  on  Education, 
stated  in  the  forword  that  publi- 
cation was  initially  made  possi- 
ble by  a contract  between  the 
American  Council  on  Education 
and  the  State  department. 

The  book  is  a report  of  the 
year  in  which  Dean  Lloyd  initi- 
ated the  program  of  reorganizing 
the  student  personnel  services 
in  the  universities  of  Japan.  The 
Japanese  Ministry  of  Education 
and  representatives  of  universi- 
ties of  that  country  sought  aid 
of  American  Council  on  Educa- 
tion, which  sent  Dean  Lloyd'  as 


director. 

As  director  of  the  project  he 
selected  a faculty  of  specialists, 
from  universities  of  the  United 
States,  to  go  to  Japan  for*  one 
year.  While  there  they  conducted 
conferences  for  university  presi- 
dents, institute  courses  for  fac- 
ulty members  of  Japanese  uni- 
versities, and  made  visits  to  uni- 
versity campuses  to  assist  with 
organizational  problems.

Honesty  prevails  among  the 
vast  majority  of  Brigham  Young 
University’s  students,  results 
from  the  honor  system  of  pur- 
chasing Tuesday  a s s e m bl  y 
speeches  indicate. 

According  to  H.  R.  Clark,  Ex- 
tension division  director,  reports 
show  that  the  number  of  speeches 
distributed  on  the  stands  across 
the  campus  and  money  received 
from  the  voluntary  price  fee  is 
approximately  corresponding.

Summer  school  catalogue  of 
Brigham  Young  University  is 
scheduled  to  come  off  the  press 
Feb.  1,  according  to  Professor 
Ariel  S.  Ballif,  dean  of  the  sum- 
mer school  and  chairman  of  the 
sociology  department. 

The  BYU  summer  session  is  a 
regular  quarter  of  school;  the 
catalogue  will  carry  a full  quar- 
ter’s work.

By  at- 
tending summer  school,  it  is  pos- 
sible for  a student  to  complete 
his  college  training  in  three  year?

The  summer  session  is  divided 
into  two  five  week  terms.  In 
each  of  these  terms  a student 
may  earn  up  to  nine  hours  cred- 
it. 

The  summer  quarter  tuition  for 
each  five  week  term  is  $25  for 
a regular  student  or  $30  for  a 
new  student. 

According  to  Dean  Ballif,  the 
BYU  summer  school  program  is 
always  very  rich  and  the  finest 
teachers  are  brought  in  for  each 
department.

Supplement  Now 
Being  Compiled 

A mid-year  supplement  to  the 
student  directory  at  Brigham 
Young  University  will  be  publish- 
ed for  the  first  time  in  Winter 
quarter,  announced  Dr.  Oliver 
Smith,  chairman  of  student  pub- 
lications.

Fireworks  were  promised  for 
the  current  session  of  congress 
and  the  Bricker  amendment  is 
drawing  first  fire. 

The  proposed  amendment  deals 
with  the  power  of  the  President 
to  handle  foreign  affairs.  Now, 
the  President  has  almost  unlim- 
ited power  to  make  executive 
agreements  with  heads  of  other 
nations.  He  can,  also,  make 
treaties  with  the  consent  of  the 
senate.  Senator  Bricker,  Repub- 
lican of  Ohio,  wants  to  change 
this. 

Bricker’s  Reasons 

His  reasons  are  these.  The 
Constitution  says  a treaty  be- 
comes the  supreme  law  of  the 
- land  above  federal  and  state 
laws;  so  theoretically,  an  inter- 
national body  like  the  U.N.  could 
regulate  U.  S.  citizens.  And,  by 
executive  agreement,  the  Presi- 
dent (as  at  Yalta)  can  obligate 
our  government  without  telling 
anyone. 

President  Eisenhower  has  re- 
jected two  of  the  proposed  pro- 
visions: 1.  The  which  clause — “a 
treaty  shall  become  effective  as 
internal  law  in  tht  U.  S.  only 
through  legislation  which  would 
be  valid  in  the  absence  of 
treaty.”  2.  Executive  agreement 
clause — “Congress  shall  have 
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power  to  regulate  all  executive 
and  other  agreements  with  any 
foreign  power  or  international 
organization.” 

Act  of  Congress 

Briefly,  Senator  Bricker’s 
amendment  would  require  an  act 
of  Congress  before  any  treaty  or 
executive  agreement  could  take 
effect.  Opponents  say  it  would 
seriously  weaken  the  internation- 
al leadership  of  the  U.  S.  They 
also  say  we  don’t  need  it.  An  ex- 
ample to  prove  this  point — last 
year  of  the  23  treaties  ratified 
by  the  Senate,  12  would  have 
been  unconstitutional  under  the 
Bricker  amendment.  Senator 
Bricker  himself  voted  for  eight 
of  these. 

A news  item  last  week  may 
give  the  whole  situation  a little 
comic  relief.  “In  Allahabad,  the 
Naga  Sadhus  holiest  of  India’s 
holy  men,  suggested  that  Eisen- 
hower, Churchill,  Malenkov,  Mao 
Tse-tung  and  India’s  Prime  Min- 
ister Nehru  (optional  at  no  extra 
cost)  meet  in  the  nude  high  up 
on  the  Himalayas  to  bring  an 
end  to  the  cold  war.” 

If  Congress  were  to  convene 
bare  on  a peak  in  Nepal,  maybe 
they  could  conduct  foreign  af- 
fairs, but  playing  freeze-out  is 
too  easy  in  Washington.
